RYAN EXPELLED; 


Mrs. Margaret 
(Sessions) 
Stras 
was granted an absolute divorce from 
her husband, James F. Stras, by Judge 
Fruit at Viroqua, Vernon county, on 
Thursday afternoon. 
The case had 
been taken to Viroqua with an evident 
view of secrecy, no papers 
having 
been filed here. 
The grounds upon 
which the divorce was granted were 
“cruel and inhuman treatment,” and 
“undue familiarity with other wom­ 
en” by the defendant, Stras. 
While 
the grounds as presented were some­ 
what more explicit, no women were 
named in the complaint, specifically. 
Mrs. Stras was granted a lump sum 
of $500 alimony, by mutual consent. 
Mrs. Stras was represented in her 
suit by Attorney Mills Tourtellotte 
and George W. Bunge represented 
Stras. 
The case took up but a brief period 
of the court’s time, no defense being 
offered by Mr. Stras. 
The Tribune announced a few days 
ago that summons and complaint had 
been served upon Stras in a divorce 
suit by his wife. 
The story was de­ 
nied in its entirety by awyers in the 
case and by those of the principals in­ 
terviewed. 
While the story was flatly 
denied the Tribune had positive as­ 
surance of its absolute truth. 
It was 
denied after it’s publication, but the 
granting of the divorce on Thursday, 
of course, absolutely proves the Tri­ 
bune’s statement. 
The announcement of the 
divorce 
is something of a sensation owing to 
the circumstances 
surrounding 
the 
case, which are generally known to 
the public. 
Mr. and Mrs. Stras have lived in 
La Crosse for a number 
of 
years. 
They were taken into good society 
and Mrs. Stras’ culture and beauty 
won her a place in the heart of the 
social world, where she has always 
been a favorite and well thought of. 
Mr. Stras' misfortunes began 
with 
operations on the board of trade, in 
which he lost heavily and suffered at­ 
tendant evils. 
His association with 
other women followed troubles on the 
stock market, and marked attentions 
to a notorious north side blonde is 
believed to have caused the first se­ 
rious rupture between himself and his 
wife. 
It. is claimed, however, that 
the blonde was not the first to step 
in to break up the happiness of the! 
home life of the family. 
Throughout 
these misfortunes Mrs. Stras has had 
the entire sympathies of those who 
were acquainted with the facts, as the 
open disregard her husband showed 
for public opinion 
of his 
actions, 
made her position even more deli­ 
cate. 
Mr. Stras’ social eccentricities were 
common knowledge 
among 
“those 
about town” and rumors of domestic 
trouble were heard frequently. 
It is 
said upon several occasions 
Stras 
treated his wife cruelly, upon one oc­ 
casion in particular she was forced 
to go to the home of a neighbor to 
pass the night owing to harsh treat­ 
ment at the hands of her husband. 
Mr. Stras became well known, not 
only in La Crosse, but throughout the 
country in the capacity of manager of 
the La Crosse theatre. 
A' fight was 
made upon his 
management ^ a%out 
eighteen months ago. 
At that time 
Mr. VV. S. Cargill leased the theatre 
for a period of one year, thus retain­ 
ing Stras in the management. 
At the 
end of that time, however, the fight 
against him was renewed and he re­ 
signed, having in the meanwhile been 
given a position with the 
Morning 
Chronicle by Mr. W. S. Cargill. 
It is said that Mr. Stras’ repeated 
absences from the city caused Mrs. 
Stras to inquire as to the whereabouts 
of the blonde at such times and re-

At a synod meeting of the Cath­ 
olic church, held yesterday in Chica­ 
go Archbishop Quicgley placed the 
temporalities of the churh in control 
of all the laity, putting priests on a 
stated salary basis. 
This action cov­ 
ers the diocese of La Crosse. 
Rt. Rev. Bishop James Schwebach 
said today: 
“ I am heartily in accord with the ac­ 
tion of Archbishop Quigley in putting 
the temporalities in control 
of the 
laity. 
Thjs is the desire of the church 
everywhere, that the laity should con­ 
trol all finances. 
In the older dio­ 
ceses and in all the older countries 
the laity controls the temporalities 
absolutely. 
Where new territory and 
new* churches are established, 
how­ 
ever,” continued the bishop, “it has 
been necessary that the priests take 
charge of the temporalities until the 
process of building up has been com­ 
pleted and the laity is strong enough 
and competent to 
take 
charge 
of 
them. 
It is a fundamental rule with 
the church that the laity shall have 
entire control of the finances of the 
church, and it is merely a matter of 
so organizing it that it may take this 
duty upon itself, before turning 
it 
over. 
“ In all of the older and better or­ 
ganized dioceses the laity have form­ 
ed corporations, elected a secretary 
and treasurer and maintain a regular 
organization to take charge of the 
temporalities. 
This is what will now 
be done in all diofj*** effected by 
the decision of Archbishop Quigley’s 
decision. 
“Up to this time the priests have 
had charge of the temporalities 
in 
the diocese of la Crosse. 
Archbishop 
Quigley has acted as 
treasurer 
for 
the entire district and the priests of 
the various dioceses are merely his 
financial agents.” 
This decision means that the priests 
under the jurisdiction of Archbishop 
Quigley will no longer have any con­ 
nection w’ith the financial 
manage­ 
ment. 
How'ever, it is merely gaining 
the more secure method adopted uni­ 
versally by the Catholic church and 
is an evidence of progress in the or­ 
ganization and laity in these districts, 
which are from the Rome viewpoint 
new countries. 
Bishop Sclnvcbach has always ap­ 
proved the plan now adopted, as have 
all churchmen, according to his state­ 
ment.
